WASHINGTON (JP)—To a superficial observer, the affair Ladejinsky, which loomed like an ice-

Ladejinsky’s dismissal from his 
post in Tokyo as a “security 
risk” on the advice of the cabinet 
officer’s assistants was warrant- 
ed.

NEW YORK (JP)—American Jewish Communists have been 
urged to infiltrate gnd influence mass Jewish organizations in op- 
position to Congressional ratification of the West German rearma- 
ment agreement. 
The call was issued by the Jewish Commission of the Commu- 
nist Party, U. S. A., in a discus- 
sion bulletin, designed for inter- 
nal consumption, which has been 
reprinted in Party Voice, No. 1, 
1955, an internal monthly issued 
for Communist activists. 
Omitting any reference to the 
rearmament of former Nazi 
storm troopers in the East Zone 
and “rehabilitation” of former 
Nazi officials now holding high 





peaceful co-existence as part of 
the general approach. 
The fourth point recognizes op. 
position by leaders to the obvious 
Communist propaganda technique 
and states “Where. it is impossi- 
ble to get outright opposition to 
rearmament, organizations should 
be urged to CONDEMN THE RE- 
NAZIFICATION of West Ger- 
many and the RISE OF ANTI- 
SEMITISM.” (Emphasis _ is 
theirs.) In lieu of official sanc- 
tion, individuals are to be urged 
to contact Congressmen and the 
press. 
COMMON GROUND SOUGHT 
The fifth point states that “It 
is particularly necessary to find 
common ground and action with 
the Social-Democratic and Zionist 
workers in the trade unions and 
other organizations.” 
The sixth point calls for “Com- 
munity action, particularly in the 
‘strong Jewish neighborhoods, is 
of the greatest importance. The 
issue should be widely popular- 
ized in these neighborhoods by 
the spread of literature, through 
the holding of street, hall and 
house meetings, by debates, sym- 
posiums, forums and other forms 
of discussion, by demonstrative 
actions of various kinds.” 
The seventh and final point 
calls for the establishment of 
“United Committees” of all po- 
litical affinities “both Jewish and 
non-Jewish.” 
‘GREAT RESPONSIBILITY’ 
“A great responsibility and op- 
portunity of rallying the people 
falls on the Communists, left and 
progressive-minded organization$ 
and people,” the bulletin sum- 
marizes. “The Party members 
must be urged to display the 
greatest initiative and activity in 
this fight. Clubs, sectional and 
regional committees should dis- 
cuss the question of rearmament 
of West Germany and give guid. 
ance to all Party forces en how 
to raise the matter among the 
masses and organizations in 
which they work. 
“The county, sectional and re- 
gional committees should work 
out a plan of action on this ques- 
tion, concentrating (emphasis 
theirs),.on certain areas and trade 
unions with large Jewish masses, 
For this purpose they should as- 
sign the necessary forces to help 
carry through activities at these 
concentration points.” 
The official organ of the CP’s 
Jewish Commission, Jewish 
Life, and the Yiddish language 
version of the Daily Worker— 
The Freiheit have published, in 
English, several articles giving 
the Kremlin version on West Ger- 
man rearmament, 


bulletin places emphasis on re- 
cent efforts to rearm West Ger- 
many and the need to stimulate 
opposition to its accomplishment 
within the American Jewish com- 
munity. 
SHOULD CRITICIZE 

“Criticism should be made of 
those Jewish bourgeois, Social- 
Democratic and Zionist leaders 
who support rearmament,” the 
CP orders read. “But all criti- 
cism must be substantial and 
factual and made in a manner 
which contributes to the widest 
unity by taking into account the 
state of mind of the group being 
addressed and avoiding terms 
and phrases which can only in- 
jure unity. At all times the ap- 
proach must be one of emphasiz- 
ing the need of unity of the Jew- 
ish people in the face of the com- 
mon danger to all Jews.” 

The directive gives a seven- 
point policy to be followed. 

“The issue of rearmament 
should be raised in all trade 
unions, fraternal and mass peo- 
ple’s organizations, Jewish and 
non-Jewish, in churches, syna- 
gogues and temples, in the neigh- 
borhoods and wherever possible. 

Point number two urges that 
demands be made of the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee to 
hold hearings on ratification 
“and to get participation in these 
hearings of Jewish organiza- 
tions.”

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President's Request 
On Immigration Hailed 


NEW YORK (JP)—Adding its 
voice to the long string of com- 
ment evoked by President Eisen- 
hower’s. State of the Union Mes- 
sage to Conress, the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council has hailed his appeal for 
elimination of inequities and dis- 
criminatory provisions of the im- 
migration law. 

The policy forming and plan- 
ning body of many national and 
local Jewish groups, the NCRAC 
also applauded

St. Louis Newspaper 
Prints Last Edition 


ST. LOUIS (JP) — After 18 
weeks of publication the Greater 
St. Louis Jewish Star last week 
printed its final edition and called 
it quits. 

A refusal to accept subsidies, 
according to editor and publisher 
Charles L. Klotzer, plus a mere 
“break even” income, forced the 
demise of the weekly newspaper. 
Klotzer said the only alterna- 
tive to shutting down the weekly 
would have been to turn it into 
a community project. This he 
was unwilling to do because he 
would have to have been “ham- 
strung by considerations for vari- 
ous parties.” 

“We wanted to be free to de- 
nounce or praise, and free to 
cease publication if we so de- 
sired — and of this remaining 
freedom we now take advan- 
tage.” 

Concurrent with this an- 
nouncement, the Jewish Federa- 
tion of St. Louis disclosed that 
Klotzer had been appointed di- 
rector of public relations of that 
organization. Among his duties, 
which will include the public re- 
lations and publicity for the an- 
nual welfare fund campaign, will 
be that of editing the St. Louis 
Light, which is published by the 
federation. °

WAS HE GUILTY OF ANTI-SEMITISM OR NAIVETE?

PENDLETON, Ore. (JP)—Who is Milan Smith, whose suspen- 
sion from the agriculture department is being asked by the Ameri- 


ean Jewish Congress? 


About six weeks ago he was this community’s leading young 
executive, as president of a large canning and freezing business 


founded by his father, Albert T. 
Smith. 

Then he accepted the invitation 
of his fellow Mormon, Ezra Ben- 
son, to become executive assis- 
tant to the secretary of agricul- 
ture. In this post he is stand-in 
for Benson, and it was in this 
role that his fingers were burned 
jn the Wolf Ladejinsky case 
(JP, Jan. 7, ’55). 

Benson had received a letter 
from George N. Vitt, a White 
Russian emigre then an editor 
of a trade journal in New York, 
in’ which Vitt praised Benson’s 
decision to oust Ladejinsky from 
the post of agricultural attache 
at Tokyo. 

& ~ a 

SMITH SHOWED the letter to 
newsmen in the belief this would 
show support for Benson’s de- 
cision. Friends here say he prob- 
ably failed to realize the anti- 
semitic implications of the letter 
in which Vitt noted that a “good- 
ly share” of Russian revolution- 
aries who came to this country 
were “found among the Russian 
Jews.” Ladejinsky, now.55, came 
to this country from his Russian 
homeland as a young man and 
was naturalized in 1928. 

But.Smith said of the letter, it 
expressed views which “every 
right-thinking American” would 
share. By this, his friends here 
say, he meant the generai posi- 
tion: of the agriculture depart- 
ment. on Ladejinsky’s security 
status, not the reference to Jews 
in particular. 

However, Smith’s competence 
to hold this agriculture depart- 
ment post has been challenged. 
What, then, is his background?

AT 35, SMITH has behind hiin 
13 years as titular head of the 
several Smith enterprises, in 
Oregon and Idaho.

SMITH HAS BEEN an active 
resident here, serving as presi- 
dent of the local Chamber of 
Commerce in 1949 and winning 
the title of outstanding junior 
citizen of both Pendleton and the 
entire state of Oregon in Junior 
Chamber of Commerce contests 
to which he was nominated. He 
was president of the Umatilla 
County Community Chest from 
1950 to 1952 and served as dis- 
trict governor of Rotary Inter- 
national in the state of Oregon 
and part of Washington in 1952- 
53. He is active in the food in- 
dustry, in Boy Scout activities 
and in state Republican politics. 

Benson denied that any anti- 
semitic implications were intend- 
ed in the department’s ouster of 
Ladejinsky, and he _ criticized 
Smith for showing the Vitt letter 
and thus appearing to give de- 
partment sanction to its views. 
Smith too, when introduced to a 
delegation calling upon Benson, 
denied any anti-semitic views. 
Their church has no known an- 
tipathy toward members of the 
Jewish faith, and Benson was 
emphatic in his profession that 
“among his best friends” are 
members of the Jewish faith. 

Locally it is believed that 
Smith’s release of the letter was 
merely the reflection of hasty 
and ill-considered action. A close 
personal friend here said Smith’s

AS TO THE OVERTONES of 
the Vitt letter, his friends here 
classify the case as comparable 
to Defense Secretary Charles 
Wilson’s bloopers on dogs and 
General Motors. And Smith, they 
add, would not even be aware of 
the anti-semitic implications of 
the Vitt letter. His own Jewish 
contacts here have been limited, 
as only half a dozen Jewish fam- 
ilies reside here, with no local 
temple or synagogue to call the 
existence of the Jewish people to 
the attention of local residents of 
this town of 13,000 in the rolling 
wheatlands of eastern Oregon, 
225 miles east of Portland. 

“The case is resolved for the 
moment as far as Ladejinsky is 
concerned, with his naming to a 
land reform project in south Viet 
Nam, Indochina. But the Jewish 
defense agencies involyed have 
sought to make it clear that they 
took no position. on Ladejinsky 
as an individual, even though he 
has the highest backing and 
praise in political and agricul- 
tural circles. They regarded this 
case entirely as one of calling to 
a department’s attention the fact 
that its actions were subject o 
misrepresentation. And if it ap- 
peared that Ladejinsky were 
ousted because he is a Jew, even 
if that were not the reason for 
his removal, a dangerous prece- 
dent would be set in the public’s 
mind.

Sigmund Freud 
(1856 - 1939) 
Explorer of the Human Mind 

IGMUND Freud was born in Freiberg, Moravia. As as 

child his chief delight was in playing with wooden sol- 
diers. He named each toy soldier after a famous general, 
but the role of the greatest warrior of them all he reserved 
for himself and dreamed that some day, as a great con- 
queror, he would march on Rome. 

Grown to manhood he studied medicine, but had little 
enthusiasm for it. He was shy, sensitive, possessed of a 
deep feeling of inferiority. His university classes were tor- 
ture to him. Fellow students mocked him as a Jew. To 
escape their jibes he plunged deeply into his studies. He 
would prove to the world that a Jew can be as great and 
even greater than those about him. 

An unknown. doctor at 30, he groped deep into the un- 
conscious and subconscious thoughts of man, his dreams 
and fantasies, and tried to reach the wellsprings of human 
conduct and behavior. He learned of a case of hysteria 
cured by hypnosis. After considerable research along this 
line, he rejected the factor of hypnosis and developed the 
“free association” idea, and from this the entire system of 
psycho-analysis. His theories and conclusions were bitterly 
attacked and reviled. Scorned and scoffed at, he persisted, 
gaining adherents, fighting the virulent attacks of doctors 
and psychologists. 

His fame became world-wide. His cures amazed the 
medical world, and his name is known all over the civilized 
globe.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I have often wondered how I obtained 

such an obviously Teutonic name as Siegfried. My par- 

ents originally came from Galicia —SIDNEY SIEGFRIED, 
Brooklyn, N. -Y. 

SIEGFRIED is believed to be a combination of two Hebrew 
names Avigdor (Victor) and Salomon (Shlomo). At the time 
the Jews of Galicia were directed to choose permanent family 
names they were forbidden to pick their Hebrew names for 
that purpose. There was an ancestor in your family whose 
name Avigdor-Shlome they .desired to commemorate. For that 
purpose they did a slight violence to these two Hebrew names 
and translated them into German as Sieg-Fried (Victory and 
Peace). It is not an exact translation and it has no connection 
with the German nationalist name Siegfried. But it speaks 
volumes for the imagination and versatility of our Jewish 
forebears of 166 years ago.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I would appreciate your telling me 
the origin of the name, Nevelson.—_SYLVIA NEVELSON, 
Beverly Hills, Calif. 

NEVELSON (more correctly Nivelson) is a curious Jewish 
family name. Nivel is a reversed spelling of the name Levin 
(a Levite). The whole name therefore is a variation of the name 
Levinson. Originally the name meant “a descendant of the tribe 
of Levi.” This is no longer certain as in the course of cen- 
turies the name was often handed down through the mother 
whereas the dignity itself could only descend through the fa- 
ther. The reversed spelling was due to laws prevailing in some 
parts of Europe 150 years ago. You failed to indicate your 
family’s country of origin. In the absence of such data it is 
impossible to enlarge the information.

Deserve Some Attention

HERE certainly is a marked change in this country from the 
days when I was a child on the subject of food. Then the 

ideal in eating was considered “simple, wholesome American fare” 
and shame to tell, we children, taking our cue from that of our 
mothers, looked down on any cookery that smacked of foreign

flavor. 

Today we see emphasis on the 
exotic and different. With 
much fanfare, Pillsbury Flour 
flies foreign concotioins over 
here to be tried and adjusted into 
recipes for domestic consump- 
tion. There is a big. market for 
Italian and Chinese dishes, 
among others. And I read not 
too long ago about the practice 
of a hospital in Texas (I believe) 
of not insisting on its Mexican 
patients eating American dishes 
but allowed them to be furnished 
with the typical Mexican food to 
which they were accustomed. 

This greater appreciation of, 
this tolerance concerning other 
than plain American fare has no 
small effect on the Jewish group;

IN OTHER WORDS, even if

F THE myth of the Jew as revolutionist ‘could be 


destroyed, this book would destroy it. For it is 
a passionately written and brilliantly documented 
study of the position of the Jews as Jews, in the 
political upheavals of the last five centuries. It is 
Teller’s thesis that the Jews have 
always preferred even a dismal 
status quo to the risk of worse 
happenings through revolution- 
ary changes. He proves it by re- 
minding us of such examples as 
the behavior of the Jews of Rus- 
sia, whom Napoleon counted on 
as a Fifth Column, but who re- 
mained loyal to their Czar de-- 
spite the fact that they knew 





Napoleon was bringing certain LEVIN 
liberties to the Jews of other 
lands. 

The Jews would not help Napoleon, Teller 


argues, because they understood that the kind of 
liberation he brought would in the end mean wide- 
spread assimilation, the death of Jewish culture, the 
end of the Jews as a people. And much later on he 
shows: that this is the price the Jewish community 
paid for*civil liberation through the Russian revolu- 
tion. 
; + * * 

THAT REVOLUTIONARY LEADERS, from Karl 
Marx to Ana Pauker, have been of Jewish origin 
is of course one of the easiest causes of confusion 
to the mass mind, ‘and these names give the anti- 
semite a quick answer to any denial that the Jews

brew social unrest. Teller points out that in almost 
all cases, these have been Jews Who departed from 
any identification with their people, and who were 
indeed suffering from Jewish self-hatred. 

“Since self-hatred is characteristic of most Jews 
attracted to radicalism, it is of interest not to Jews 
alone that .an identical traumatic experience had 
given rise to this self-hatred in at- least three major 
Socialist figures of Jewish descent. Ferdinand La- 
salle was 11 years old when he jotted down in his 
diary some caustic comment about the failure of the 
Jews to ‘ignite from end to end’ the city of Damas- 
eus where Jews were then being tortured on 
trumped-up charges that they had murdered a Chris- 
tian child for ritual purposes. 

“Rosa Luxemburg conceded that after that 
(pogrom) experience with the mob in 1881, she ran 
to her father crying ‘Why are the Jews so supine?’ 
And an aged pious refugee from Romania, Reb 
Chayim Rubinsohn, brokenhearted father of Ana 
Pauker, told me in Israel in 1949, of two of his 
daughter’s childhood experiences. The term ‘trau- 
matic’ was totally unknown to him, but he assumed 


nonetheless that the occurrences were related to her . 


ultimate defection from Jews. She was 11 when she 
heard her father tell of the Kishinev pogrom that 
year (1903). 

“IT IS THEN that she-asked me, ‘Why did not the 
Jews fight back?’ Two. years later she fied a po- 
grom mob in her native Bucharest. She came home 
sobbing. and lay tossing in delirium for nearly a 
week. ‘Thereafter she refused to speak - Yiddish, 
which was the one tongue our entire household 
spoke.’ ” 

Karl Marx, of Jewish descent, but raised as a 
Christian, was rabid in his use of anti-semitism, and 


Some of his writing about the Jews, quoted in this 
volume, will surprise American radicals, to whom 
these notes have been palyed down. Indeed, the roll- 
call of radicals who were at the same time anti- 
semites is quite comprehensive, including Voltaire, 
Proudhon, Fourier, Liebnecht, Jaures, and such local 
socialists as Horace Greeley. 

Russian revolutionists welcomed pogroms and 
Jewish blood-letting as a preliminary means of get- 
ting the masses to take action. 

¢ * * 

BUT THE FINAL PROOF, if it were needed, of 
Judaism as the antithesis to organized social revolu- 
tion in terms of the communist movement in mod- 
ern times, is given in Teller’s remarkable exposition 
of the persecution of Zionists by the Soviet regime. 
He traces the persecution from the first mass ar- 
rests of Zionists in Russia in the twenties, down to 
the latest moves of the Communist party in Israel. 
Much fascinating material, hitherto unpublished in 
English, is contained in his chapter. on Communist 
activities in Palestine throughout the period of the 
mandate, and on underground Zionist activities in 
Russia, from 1822 until the Second World War, when 
ali sources of information vanished. But as Teller 
points out, this is the longest continuous under- 
ground movement known in modern history. 

Though the author seems. at times too single- 
mindedly bent on proving his thesis,

the material . 


assembled in this volume is of tremendous impact. 


The title, while apt, is unfortunately likely to scare 
off more readers than it will attract. I have seen 
little discussion of this volume, and perhaps for this 
very reason am belated in reading it.

GUESS Ireally have never 

gotten over my campus days, 
which is why I got such a kick 
out of the openinng session of 
the founding convention of the 
Student~Zionist Organization two 
weeks ago at Columbia universi- 
ty. 

Some several hundred bright- 
faced Jewish young people, about 
evenly divided as between the 
sexes and representing more 
than 50 campuses came together 
to estabilsh a successor organiza- 
tion to IZFA. IZFA, the Inter- 
collegiate Zionist Federation of 
America, had to be disbanded be- 
cause when it was founded some- 
one stuck into its aims and pur 
poses that the group was a polit- 
ically oriented organization. Of 
course, it wasn’t, and the rub is 
that agencies like that are not 
tax-exempt, which therefore 
brought the internal revenue 
people over to see why they 
weren’t paying taxes. 

As luck would have it, the 
speaker at the opening session 
was Professor Eli Ginsberg, who 
has written several books on the 
Jewish community, the latest of 
which was “Agenda for the Jew- 
ish Community.” 

* * * 

IF EVER THERE was a col- 
lege classroom lecture, this was 
it, and I was amazed and slight- 
ly irritated when in order to 
make sure that he was doing 
nothing more than outlining the 
program, the professor would 
leave it dangling in the air. 

But the kids were not to be 
denied. When it came time for 
the question and answer period, 
they demanded conclusions, and 
of course, they got them. I 
almost thought that Professor 
Ginsberg was purposeful in this 
approach, but only one who has 
attened his classes could tell if 
this is the method he chooses to 
fulfill a desire to learn more in 
his pupils as against telling 
them the answers so that they 
‘feel content with just what he 
might tell them. 

But in any event, Professor 
Ginsberg made some observa- 
tions which as an editor of an 
Anglo-Jewish publication I rec- 
ognize make a real impact on 
some of the problems still being 
debated in the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity. 

He made one major point—and 
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he brought this in so much by in- 

direction that I’m ready to assert 

that he didn’t realize the full sig- 

nificance of what he was saying.

AS A CHAIRMAN of the man- 
power committee of the United 
States, Professor Ginsberg, who 
is a leading authority in this 
field, had a report to make last 
summer to President Eisenhow- 
er. President Eisenhower told 
Professor Ginsberg that perhaps 
one of the mistakes in the ap- 
proach of our foreign policy has 
been our failure to export man- 
power. The President recalled 
that in the 1850s England had 
exported many skilled workers 


to the U. S. Professor Ginsberg. 


reported that Ike asked how he 
could do more along lines of ex- 
porting technical skills in terms 
of people. 

Now this is an amazing declar- 
ation, and pulis the props from 
under those who have been op- 
posing chalutziut (pioneering) 
because they feared some vague 
menace known as double loyalty. 

Some of the other points raised 
by Professor Ginsberg were that 
the talk of double loyalty show- 
ed that there were a lot of fools 
around, and that wise men were 
few and far between. 


He also said that what is done 
by Israel affects every Ameri- 


can Jew.

ANOTHER STATEMENT was 
that Israeli foreign policy has al- 
ways been motivated by what 
might happen to the 2.5 million 
Jews behind the Iron Curtain. 


In respect to aliyah, or chalut- 
ziut, he said that we must build 
bridges, not barriers. 


The students were quite excit- 
ed by the time the talk was over, 
and they went after ihe profes- 
ser with some heat. He gave as 
good as he took, and all in all it 
was a stimulating session. 


I got quite a chuckle from the 
remarks of several of the kids, 
especially when one Harry Hel- 
ler, hailing from C.C.N.Y., said 
that one of the greatest areas of 
work of the new student organi- 
zation would be in “straighten- 
ing out the adult Zionists.” 


I'll close with two more of the 
professor’s observations. He said 
that Zionism is not a movement 
which facilitates other people go- 
ing to Israel (Zionists should go 
themselves) and that the poverty 
of the Zionist movement in this 
country is a direct consequence 


of the ignorance of its members.

I HAD SUPPER, preceding the 
session, with Dave Macrov, who 
is the professional head of the 
youth department of the Ameri- 
can Zionist Council, and Avra- 
ham Schenker, who is the chair- 
man df the American Zionist 
Council department of commit- 
tee of youth activities. 

I wish I knew the answers to 
their problems.

Free Press Is 


HOPE the annual meeting of the 

American Jewish Committee at 
the end of this month in New York will 
permit full freedom to the press at all its 
sessions. 

Other national organizations, except 
of course the American Council for Ju- 
daism, do not bar reporters from any of 
the sessions of their aisnual conventions, 

We do not question the right of the 
AJ Committee to close certain sessions 
to the press. It is their organization and 
its members may decide on procedures 
which they feel is to their best interest. 

But if the AJ Committee does make 
that decision, it should know its impli- 
cations. 


As it stands now, the AJ Committee 
is one of the fine, national Jewish organ- 
izations which are responsible in great 
part for the splendid achievements of 
the U. S. Jewish community. 


The Committee considers itself as 
one of the agencies which represents the 
American Jewish community. Its ac-

culture Department to hire Mr. Ladejin- 
sky. Secretary Benson himself, to be 
sure, repudiated this letter, while Mr.

But the real question is whether this 
action stemmed from Smith’s real beliefs 
about Jews, or whether, carried away by 
the ray of hope the Vitt letter seemed to 
offer out of the storm over the Ladejin- 
sky dismissal, Smith failed to understand 
the serious anti-semitic implications. 

That brings us back to the question 
of whether the Jewish group should

tions clearly indicate that it considers 
itgelf not as the spokesmen only for its 
own members, but as one of the spokes- 
men for the U. S. Jewish community. 

That being so then, the Committee 
has certain responsibilities to that com- 
munity. 

And one of the responsibilities is to 
throw open to the Jewish community the 
proceedings of its national conventions. 

It is true that many of the delegates 
would feel less free to discuss certain 
issues if they knew the press was on 
hand to report their words. 

But this is the problem of whether a 
free press is desirable or not. 

The decision has long been taken in 
favor of a free press. 

A free press results in criticism. An 
organization may be censured for some 
of the things it does at its conventions. 

But in the long run the free press is 
to the advantage of all. 

It just isn’t possible to be in favor of 
a free press in one direction, and against 
it in another.
